Washington, Dec. 11—(AP) — 


A secrecy lid covered the Atlantic 
alliance talks today but officials 
seemed confident the final defense 
pact will be ready for senate action 
before spring. 


Negotiations from seven nations 


are scheduled to get down to brass 
tacks Monday when the western 
European representatives are ex- 
pected to present thier proposals 
for the historic mutual aid agree 
ment. 


The diplomatic parleys, launched 


last July, were resumed late yes 
terday after a three-month re- 
cess. 


Their aim is a north Atlantic 


stronghold 
linking the 
United 


States and Canada to the defense 
ramparts being set up by the 
western European union: Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg. 


After 
yesterday'* meeting in 


Undersecretary of State Lovett's 
office, the State department an- 
nounced 'no information concern- 
ing their substance will be made 
public until such time as decisions 
are reached." 


It was understood, however, that 


the European nations will ask for 
a 50 year alliance—a point expect- 
ed to cause something of an argu- 
ment.

It is easy to be cynical about the 


United Nations Declaration of Hu- 
man Rights. Here is a document 
that ia not binding on the UN or 
any of its members. It. has no legal 
force. It commits no government 
to action. 
It has no immediate 


practical significance. 


The UN social committee used 


up two years in high-sounding, 
high-minded debate before the dec- 
laration was finally drafted 5oiv> 
of its provisions are violently up- 
posed by governments \vhosr boun- 
daries contain great section.-- of 
the earth. Other.* are contraiy to 
the social and cultural traditions 
of millions. 
Yet we cannot help 


feeling that this declaration is im- 
portant and encouraging. 


Russia and her satellites are 


against it. naturally. 
They will 


never approve it so Ion? as the 
present governments or their com- 
munist descendants control those 
countries. For the declaration is 
built on a foundation of individual 
rights and freedoms, which is the 
antithesis of Marxist philosophy. 


But what seems significant to 


•us is not the opposition, but the 
support it received from so many 
governments. It is remarkable 
and hopeful that the representa- 
tives of peoples so different in his- 
tory, religion, customs and living 
standards could agree on so many 
points. 


Thus the world's Declaration of 


Human Rights is born into a quite 
different atmosphere from that Ln 
which the American Declaration of 
Independence and Bill of Rights 
found themselves. These brave 
manifestoes were political heresy. 
They were launched into a hostile 
world. 


Even though we may not always 


live up to the ideal of their senti- 
ments, the rights and beliefs ex- 
pressed in those documents have 
changed man's thought and aspir- 
ations everywhere. They appeared 
helpless and hopeless at birth. But 
today they rank with the Magna 
Charta, the English Bill of Rights, 
the French Declaration of the 
Rights of Man and. alias, the Com- 
munist Manifesto among the moat
